6. Order of names.—(1) The names of electors 3n each part of the electoral 
roll shall be arranged according to house number, unless the chief electoral 
officer, subject to any general or special instructions issued by the Election 
Commission, determines m respect of any part that the alphabetical order is 
more convenient or that the names shall be arranged partly in one way and 
partly in the other. 

(2) The names of electors in each part of the electoral roll shall be numbered, 
so far as practicable, consecutively with a separate series of numbers beginning 
with the number one. 


7. Statement under section 20,—(1) Every person who— 

(a) is a member of the armed forces of the Union, or 

(b) is holding any office to which sub-section (4) of section 20 applies, or 

(c) is employed under the Government of India in a post outside India, 

and desires to be registered in the electoral roll for the constituency in which 
but for his service in the armed forces or but for his holding of any such office 
or being employed in any such post, as the case may be, he would have been 
ordinarily resident on the qualifying date, shall submit before the 1st day of 
April, to the chief electoral officer of the State in which that constituency ia 
situated a statement in such one of the Forms 1A, IB and 1C as may be 
appropriate: 

Provided that it shall not be necessary for a person to submit such a state¬ 
ment if he has on a previous occasion submitted one and does not desire to 

make any change therein. 

(2) Every statement submitted under sub-rule (1) shall be verified in tha 
manner specified in the Form. 

8. Information to be supplied by occupants of dwelling houses.—The electoral 

registration officer may, for the purpose of preparing the electoral roll, send 
letters of request in Form 2 to the occupants of dwelling houses In the consti¬ 
tuency or any part thereof; and every person receiving any such letter shall 
furnish the information called for therein to the best of his ability. 


9 Access to birth and death registers.—For the purpose of preparing any 
electoral roll or deciding any claim or objection to an electoral roll, any electoral 
registration officer, any person employed by him, and any revismg authority 
shall have access to any register of births and deaths maintained under any 
law for the time being in force, and it shall be the duty of every person in 
charge of any such register to give to the said officer, person or authority such 
information and such extracts from the said register as he may require. 

10 Publication of draft electoral roll.—As soon as the electoral roll for a 
constituency is ready, the electoral registration officer shall publish it in draft 
by makin g a copy thereof available for inspection and displaying a notice In 
Form 3— 


(a) at his office, if it is within the constituency, and 

(b) at such place in the constituency as may be specified by him for the 

purpose, if his office is outside the constituency. 


11. Further publicity to the draft roll and notice.—The electoral registration 
officer shall also— 


(a) make a copy of each separate part of the electoral roll, together with 

a copy of the notice in Form 3, available for inspection at a specified 
place' accessible to the public and in or near the area to which 
that part relates; and 

(b) give such further publicity to the notice in Form 3 as he may consider 

necessary. 


12 Period for lodging claims and objections.—Every claim for the inclusion 
of a name in the electoral roll and every objection to an entry therein shall be 
lodged within a period of 21 days from the date of publication of the roll in 
drmt under rule 10; 
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Provided that the Election Commission may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, extend the period in respect of the constituency as a whole or in 
respect of any part thereof. 

13. Form for claims and objections.—Every claim shall be in Form 4 and 
every objection shall be in Form 5. 

14. Manner of malting and lodging' claims and objections.—(1) A claim or 
objection shall be addressed to the revising authority specified in the notice in 
Form 3 and shall either be presented to that authority, or to the electoral 
registration officer, or to such other officer as may be designated in that behall 
by the chief electoral officer or be sent by registered post to the revising 
authority. 

(2) A claim shall be signed by the person desiring his name to be included 
in the electoral roll and shall, unless sent by post, be presented by the claimant 
himself or by an agent authorised by him in writing in this behalf. 

« (3) No person shall prefer an objection to tire inclusion of any name in the 
electoral roll unless his name is already included in that electoral roll. 

(4) When objection is made to the inclusion in the electoral roll of any 
person whose name appears therein, n r to any particular in any entry in the 
roll, such objection shall contain in respect of such person or entry, as the case 
may be, all the particulars entered in the roll. 

(5) Where any person desires the transfer of his name from the electoral 
roll for one constituency to that of another he shall prefer to the appropriate 
revising authorities, first, an objection to the inclusion of his name in tne former 
roll, and secondly a separate claim for the inclusion of his name in the latter 
roll. 

15. Rejection of claims and objections not within time etc.—--Any claim or 
objection which is not lodged within the period or in the manner herein specified 
or is lodged by a person not entitled to lodge the same shall be rejected. 

16. Application by electoral registration officer for inclusion of names etc.— 

The electoral registration officer may, within the period specified in, or extended 
under, rule 12, apply to the revising authority- 

la) for the inclusion in the electoral roll of the names of any persons to 
whom sub-section (3), sub-section (4) or sub-section (6) of section 
20 applies, and with the permission of the Election Commission, the 
names <>f any other persons; or 

(b) for the exclusion of any names from, or the making of any corrections 
in, the electoral roll. 

17. Register of claims and objections.—A register of claims and objections 
shall be maintained by every authority or officer to whom claims and objections 
may be presented under sub-rule (1) of rule 14. 

18. Notice of claims and objections,—Where a claim or objection is not 
rejected under rule 15, the revising authority shall, before deciding whether 
or not to allow such claim or objection, cause to be served-— 

(a) in the case of a claim, a notice in Form 4 (Part II) on the claimant 

or his agent; and 

(b) in the case of an objection, a notice in Form 5 (Part H) on th» 

objector and a notice in Form 5 (Part III) on the person to the 
inclusion of whose name the objection relates: 

Provided that it shall not be necessary to serve any such notice where the 
revising authority on being satisfied as to the validity of the claim or objection 
decides to allow it without further inquiry. 

19. Notice of applications under rule 16,—(1) Where an application is made 
under clause (a) of rule 16 for the inclusion of the names or any persons, the 
revising authority shall direct that a copy thereof, together with a notice as to 
the place where, and the time when, that application will be considered, be post¬ 
ed in some conspicuous place in his office and be published in such other manner, 
if any, as the revising authority thinks fit 
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(2) Where an application is made under clause (b) of rule 16, the revising 
authority shall serve on each of the persons affected thereby a notice specifying 
the grounds on which the exclusion of name or correction of entry is sought, 
and every such notice shall also specify the place where, and the time when, 
objections to the application will be heard: 

Provided that no such notice shall be necessary where the revising authority 
is satisfied that the application is one for the deletion of the names of persona 
who are dead or for the correction of clerical or printing errors or inaccurate 
descriptions. 


20. Service of notice, —Every notice to be served on any person under rule 
18 or rule 19 may be served either personally or by registered post or by 
affixing a copy of the notice to that person’s residence or last known residence 
within the constituency. 


21. Inquiry into claims and objections.—Cl) The revising authority shall hold 
a summary inquiry into every claim or objection in respect of which he has 
issued notice under rule 18 and shall record his decision thereon. 


(2) The revising authority shall also, after considering any verbal or written 
objections that may be preferred, decide on any application made by the 
electoral registration officer under rule 16. 

(3) Every decision of the revising authority under this rule shall be com¬ 
municated to the electoral registration officer and shall be final. 

(4) The revising authority shall also direct the electoral registration 
officer to correct any clerical or printing errors which that authority may dis¬ 
cover in the roll. 


22. Preparation of list of amendments. —The electoral registration officer 
shall prepare a list of amendments to carry out the decisions and directions 
of the revising authority under rule 21 and of any other amendments he may 
find necessary for correcting any clerical or printing errors subsequently dis¬ 
covered in the roll. 


23. Final publication of electoral roll. —The electoral registration officer shall 
thereafter publish the roll, together with the list of amendments by making 
a complete copy thereof available for inspection, and displaying a notice In 
Form 6— 


(a) at hi s office, if it is within the constituency, and 

(b) at such a place in the constituency as may be specified by him for 

the purpose, if his office is outside the constituency, 

and on such publication, the roll, together with the list of amendments, shall 
be the electoral roll for the constituency: 

Provided that the electoral registration officer may, at any time, correct any 
clerical or printing errors that he may discover in the electoral roll. 


24 Special provision for preparation of electoral rolls on re-delimltation of 
constituencies. —(1) If in any State any constituency Is delimited a new in 
accordance with law and it is necessary urgently to prepare the electoral roll 
for such constituency, the Election Commission may direct that it shall bo 
prepared— 

(a) bv putting together the electoral rolls of such of the existing consti- 

'luencies or parts thereof as are comprised within the new consti¬ 
tuency; and 

(b) by making such alterations in the arrangement, serial numbering and 

headings of the rolls so compiled as may be appropriate. 

(21 The electoral roll so prepared shall be published in the manner specified 
in rule 23 and shall, on such publication, be the electoral roll for the new 
constituency. 


25 Annual revision of electoral rolls.— (1) For the purpose of the revision of 
the electoral roll for anv constituency under sub-section (2) of section 21, a list 
of amendments to the electoral roll for the, time being in force shall be prepared

{^Od the provisions of rules 4 to 9 shall, so far as may be. apply In relation to 
.the preparation of such list as they apply in relation to the preparation of the 
electoral roll. 

( 2 ) When any such list of amendments to an electoral roll for a constituency 
has been prepared, the electoral roll for the constituency for the time being in 
force, together with such list of amendments, shall be published in draft in 
the manner specified in rules 10 and 11 and the provisions of rules 12 to 23 shall, 
so far as may be. apply in relation to every such roll (including the list of 
amendments) as they apply in relation to electoral rolls prepared under the 
Act] 


(3) When the electoral roll together with the list of amendments is finally 
published under rule 23, the electoral roll shall he deemed to have been revised 
accordingly and the roll as so revised shall come into force immediately on such 
final publication. 

26. Inclusion of names in electoral rolls. —(1) Every application under sub¬ 
section (1) of section 23 shall be made in duplicate in Form 4 (Part I) and shall 
be accompanied— 

(a) where it is to the chief electoral officer, by a fee of ten rupees, and 

(b) where it is to the electoral registration officer, by a fee of one rupee. 


(2) The fee specified in sub-section (1) shall be paid by means of non-judicial 
stamps. 

(3) The chief electoral officer or, as the case may be, the electoral registra¬ 
tion officer shall, immediately on receipt of such application, direct that one 
copy thereof be posted in some conspicuous place in his office together with a 
notice inviting objections to such application within a period of seven days 
from the date of such posting. 

( 4 ) The chief electoral officer or, as the case may be, the electoral registra¬ 
tion officer shall, as soon as may be after the expiry of the period specified to 
sub-rule (3), consider the objections, if any. received by him and shall, rf 
satisfied that the applicant is entitled to be registered m the electoral roll, 
direct his name to be included therein. 


27. Appeals from orders rejecting applications under rule 26.—(1) Every 

appeal under sub-section (4) of section 23 shall be 

(a) in the form of a memorandum signed by the appellant; 

(b) accompanied by a copy of the order appealed from and a fee of ten 

rupees to be paid m non-judicial stamps; and 

(c) presented to the chief electoral officer or, as the case may be, to the 

Secretary to the Election Commission, withm a period of fifteen 
days from the date of rejection of the application for toclusion of 
name, or sent by registered post so as to reach that pfneer within 
the said period. 


(2) For the purposes of sub-rule (1), an appeal shall be deemed to have 
been presented— 

(a) to the chief electoral officer, when it is delivered by, or on behalf 
of the appellant to the chief electoral officer himself or to any 
other officer appointed by him in this behalf; and 
fh) to the Secretary to the Election Commission when it is delivered by, 
or on behalf of, the appellant to that officer or to any other officer 
appointed by the Election Commission in this behalf. 


Paht III _Electoral Rolls for Electoral College Constituencies 

■13 Electoral rolls for electoral college constituencies—The provisions of 
rules 4 to 27 shall apply in relation to electoral college constituencies as they 
apply to relation to assembly constituencies. 


Part IV—Electoral Rolls for Council Constituencies 

29. Preparation of electoral rolls for local authorities’ constituencies—(1) 
The electoral registration officer for every local authorities constituency shal 
prepare in such form, manner and language or languages as theElection Cimi- 
Eion may direct, a list of members of every sucli local authority within the 
constituency as is referred to in clause ('a) of sub-section ( 2 ) of sect on 
together with their addresses and shall maintain such list corrected up-to-date. 
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(2) The list so prepared shall be the electoral roll for the constituency. 

(3) The provisions of rules 26 and 27 shall apply in relation to local 
authorities' constituencies as they apply in relation to assembly constituencies: 

Provided that an application for the inclusion of a name shall be made in 
Form 7. 

30. Preparation of electoral rolls for graduates’ and teachers’ constituencies.— 

(1) The electoral roll for a graduates’ constituency or a teachers’ constituency 
shall be prepared in such form, manner and language or languages as the 
Election Commission may direct. 

(2) Every person who is qualified to be registered in the electoral roll for a 
graduates’ constituency or a teachers’ constituency under sub-section (5) of 
section 27 and, who desires to be so registered shall before the 7th day of 
January submit an application in Form 8 or Form 9, as the case may be, to the 
electoral registration officer of the constituency. 

(3) The provisions of rule 5 except the proviso and of rules 10 to 27 shall 
apply in relation to graduates’ constituencies and teachers’ constituencies as they 
apply in relation to assembly constituencies: 

Provided that a claim or an application for the inclusion of a name shall be 
made in Form 8 or Form 9 as may be appropriate. 

Part V—Preservation and disposal of Electoral Rolls 

31. Custody and preservation of electoral rolls and connected papers.—(1) 
After the electoral roll for a constituency has been finally published, the follow¬ 
ing papers shall be kept in the office of the electoral registration officer or at 
■uch other place as the chief electoral officer may by order specify until the 
final publication of the next electoral roll for the constituency:— 

(a) one complete copy of the electoral roll; 

(b) all statements submitted to the chief - electoral office): under rule 7; 

(c) all statements submitted to the electoral registration officer under 

rule 8; 

(d) all claims and objections to the draft electoral roll; 

(e) all applications submitted to the revising authority under rule 18; 

(f) all applications submitted to the electoral registration officer under 

sub-rule (2) of rule 30; and 

(g) all decisions and directions of the revising authority. 

(2) One complete copy of the electoral roll for each constituency duly 
authenticated by the electoral registration officer shall also be kept in sum 
place as the chief electoral officer may specify for a period of six years from 
the date of its final publication. 

32. Inspection of electoral rolls and connected papers.—Every person Bhall 
have the right to inspect the election papers referred to in rule 31 and to get 
attested copies thereof on payment of such fee as may be fixed by the chief 
electoral officer. 

33. Disposal of electoral rolls and connected papers.—(1) The papers referred 
to in rule 31 shall, on the expiry of the period specified therein, be disposed of 
in such manner as the chief electoral officer may direct. 

(2) Copies of the electoral roll for any constituency in excess of the number 
required for deposit under rule 31 and for any other public purpose shall be 
disposed of at such time and in such manner as the Election Commission may 
direct and until such disposal shall be made available for sale to the public.

1. Enter the names of persons who will bo ordinarily residing in the premises 
on the 1st March of this year and who will have completed 2lst year of age 
on or before that day. 

2. Only the names of those who are citizens of India should be entered, 

3. Enter against serial No. 1 in the first column, the name of the head or 
other senior member of the family, provided he or she has the qualifications 
mentioned in paragraphs 1 and 2 above. 

4. "Ordiharily r esiding” does not mean that the person should be actually 
in the house on the 1st March. The persons who normally live in the house 
should be included even though they may be temporarily absent, e.g., on a 
journey or on business or in hospital. On the other hand, a guest or a visitor 
who normally lives elsewhere but happens to be in the house on the 1st March 
should not be included. 

3. All ordinary residents of the house should be included, whether they are 
members of the family or not. But do not enter the name of any 
person who is a member of the Armed Forces of India or who is employed 
under the Government of India in a post outside India. 

6 . In the case of every male citizen, enter in the second column the name of 
his father preceded by the words “son of”.

(i) the name of the husband preceded by the words "wife of”, if she be 
married; 

(li) the name of the late husband preceded by the words "widow of". If

(ill) the name of the father preceded by the words "daughter of. If she 
be unmarried. 

8. In the third column, enter the age of the citizen as accurately as possible, 
giving only the number of complete years and ignoring the months.
